ake Back To 


If Citizens Insist We Will Have A Moral Government And State 


FEW weeks ago a bishop of the “Church of God”. announced 
that he would seek the Presidency of the United States in 
order to get faith and morality ‘back in Government and in the 
lives of our citizenry. Two months ago the people of Philadelphia 
nominated a Protestant minister for Mayor. Last Spring three 
ministers in the State of Indiana ran for Congress in three dif- 


We haven’t seen any criticism of these efforts of Protestant 
clergymen to attain high political offices. But let us suppose that 
Catholic priests, in large numbers, announced their intention to 
run for Congress, or for the Mayorality of a large city, or for 
the Presidency of the United States. Would not every sectarian 
journal, and practically every Protestant pulpit, see the hand of 
Rome trying to-get complete hold of this nation? 


‘Even though no Catholic priest has run for political office in 
the memory of the enemies of the Church, its hierarchy is ac- 
cused of working towards a union of Church and State; towards 
getting control of our Public School system; towards striving, 
through all Catholic organizations, to make America Catholic. 


As Catholics themselves see it, the Church is doing far too 
little, either through the clergy or through lay organizations, even 
to acquaint the American people with the truth about the Church. 


But there is no doubt about our Government needing men 
with deep moral convictions, particularly in its Supreme Court, 
in its State Department, in Congress. Only recently the Chief 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court was quoted as having 
said that there are no “moral absolutes,” and another member of 
that Supreme Court, traveling through the Far East, was quoted 


od Our 


as having advocated the recognition of Communist China. Ef the 
majority of that Supreme Court holds similar. views, then it is 
possible for us to have a majority vote in favor. of spiritually 
harmful and even unnatural measures. 

We recall having heard the late Senator Albert Beveridge of 
Indiana compare the Moral Law to the fixed stars and representing 
it to be as unchangeable as God Himself is, as nature itself it. The 
Moral Law is based on the natural law, and everyone of the Ten 
Commandments of God would, in substance, be as binding on all 
people today and a thousand years from now, as they were when 


first promulgated. 


As we read the papers we note that the only Commandment 
that people would like to believe to be changeable is that which 
reads “Thou shalt not commit adultery,” and, as far as Commun- 
ism goes, they want to squelch the Commandment which reads 


“Thou shalt not kill.” 


Only a few weeks ago the Catholic catechism was suppressed 
by Communist officers in China because it interpreted this last 
mentioned commandment to forbid “hatred of others.” Commun- 
ists regard hatred as an absolute necessity, even hatred of God, 

Practically all non-Catholic religions, without having realized 
it, have from the very beginning of their existence, cultivated 
hatred among their people for the Catholic Church, resulting in 
a deep-seated prejudice against everything Catholic. Every intelli- 
gent convert to the Catholic Church, who had been a faithful 
practitioner of some other religion, will testify to this. There is 
more anti-Catholic doctrine taught from Protestant pulpits, in 
Protestant papers, and in Protestant parochial schools than there

educated or lacking in schooling, 
we come to depend more and more 
on our beads until they seem to 
have a hold over us that is almost 
mystical in its intensity. In mo- 
ments of agony, of humiliation, of 
tragedy, of joy and exaltation, we 
reach for our rosary almost by in- 
stinct. If a crisis arises, we take 
those sacred beads in our palm and 
even though we have no time to get 
through the prayers, we find com- 
fort in knowing that, somehow or 
other, they are binding us to Our 
Lady. The rosary is a sacramental 
in the truest sense—a “little sacra- 
ment”—the tangible token of our 
devotion to Mary. 


Even if we did not know it to 
be inspired from heaven, we could 
surmise as much. It is such a per- 
fect form of prayer. From the 
psychological point of view, the 
turning of the beads between the 
fingers, together with the repe- 
tition of the prayer, keep what one 
might call the surface of the mind 
occupied while within the depths 
of the soul one ponders over the 
mysteries of Our Lord’s life and 
death. It is so artless as to suit 
the most simple mentality while, 
at the same time, it never becomes 


tedious to even the most sophisti- 
cated. 


From the religious aspect, its 
rayers are the finest: the Lord’s 
rayer, the Hail Mary, and the 
doxology of praise to the Most 
Blessed Trinity. Then, as we pray, 
we meditate on the joyful, sorrow- 
ful, and glorious mysteries of 
Christ’s life, | 


The Our Father comes to us 
from the lips of Jesus Himself. It 
is the perfect prayer. One could 


» saps an eternity of meditation on 
it. 


The ‘Hail Mary’ 


Then the Hail Mary is practi- 
cally a direct quotation from St. 
Luke’s Gospel, with the “Holy 
Mary” added by the Church. 


According to St. Louis de Mont- 
fort, “The Hail Mary well said~ 
that is, with attention, devotion 
and i oar Rn .«« the enemy of 
the devil which puts him to flight, 
and the hammer which evadhies 
him, It is the sanctification of the 
soul, the joy of the angels, the 
melody of the - predestinate, the 
canticle of the New Testament, the 


pleasure of Mary, and the glory 
of the most Holy Trinity, 


“The Hail Mary is a heavenly 
dew which fertilizes the soul. It 
is the chaste and loving kiss which 
we give to Mary. It is a vermilion 
rose which we present to her; a 
precious pearl we offer her; a chal- 
ice of divine ambrosial nectar 
which we hold to her.” 

Our Lady appeared to St. Dom- 
inic, St. John Capistran, and 
Blessed Alan de la Roche, such that 
these saints wrote whole books on 
the efficacy of the Hail Mary. 
nig 3 of those saints, St. Louis 
says, “They have loudly proclaimed 
and openly preached that salva- 
tion having begun with the Hail 
Mary, the salvation of each one of 
us in particular is attached to that 
prayer. They tell us that it is that

Deanery President's Report | 
Gary Deanery 


MRS. FRANK PFISTER 


Gary Deanery participated in 
the Rosary Crusade Demonstration 
held: in Hammond Deanery. We 
have 480 Enthronements of the 
Sacred Heart, 730 other Shrines, 
30 Mass circles, 80 Rosary circles, 
1,450 family rosaries, 15 block ros- 
aries and 40 converts through the 
efforts of the members of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women. 


Several groups work on altar 
linens and other needs for the 
sanctuary. Seventeen women in 
various parishes spent 99 hours 
cleaning the church. Ten women 
ut in 53 hours serving Commun- 
ion breakfast to the Holy Name 
and Catholic Laymen groups. 


We maintain schedule of Masses 
and other services of the Gary 
parishes in local railroad stations, 
hotels and other public places. 


The Christmas Crib owned by 
the Deanery is displayed alternate- 
ly in the different Districts, in ad- 
dition to the smaller one erected 
at Lake County Sanitarium. 


There are about 9,125 families 
in our Deanery. Pamphlets on 
Family Life were distributed, and 
booklets, concerning proper sex in- 
struction by parents for children 
were sold at all Deanery and Dis- 
trict meetings. 

The Gary Deanery Catholic Par- 
ent Teacher Association has been 
organized to coordinate spiritual, 
physical and educational forces of 
our schools, to offer through well 
planned programs, information of 
particular interest, to share ideas 
and in general to create a greater 
appreciation of Catholic Educa- 
tion. There are 19 Catholic 
schools with an approximate en- 
rollment of 4,592 students. Six- 
teen of these schools have Parent 
Teacher Associations and three 
have Mother’s Clubs. Four schools 
have a hot lunch program and six 
schools serve First Friday break- 
fasts. 

All schools have a well equipped 
First Aid room and a well planned 
health program. The children were 
given patch tests, (T.B.), vision 
and hearing tests. Women from the 
parishes are responsible for the 
breakfast and lunch program and 
assist in the health program 


where needed. 

Under Catholic Charities, 24 
crucifixes were presented’ the 
Catholic patients at Parramore 


Sanitarium, who did not already 
have one, and 225 packages of 
notepaper were given to all pa- 
tients, regardless of creed, as joint 
ifts of the Hammond and Gary 
eaneries. 

This seemed to have created a 
great deal of good will, the women 
were received more graciously, and 
were encouraged to display the 
Christmas Crib over a longer peri-

od than in the past, and in a let- 
ter of appreciation, expressed their 
desire that this service would con- 
tinue. . 


Other charities included the fol- 
lowing items for the Pope’s ware- 
house: 8,209 new and used cloth- 
ing; 1,953 new infant and chil- 
dren’s garments; 10 complete out- 
fits of children’s new clothing and 
40 Ibs. of shoes. 


8,744 lbs. of new and used cloth- 
ing sent relatives and friends by 
individuals. An Indian school in 
South Dakota received 22 Ibs. of 
clothing. A Seminary in Pitts- 
burgh received a cash donation of 
$25.00. 


Nine women put in a total of 265 
hours making bandages for the 
Leper Colonies. 


Five pounds of religious articles 
were sent to a mission. One hun- 
dred new toys were sent to Mission 
children. Two complete layettes, 
one complete outfit of bedding, 12 
blankets and 48 infant’s garments 
were sent to the Catholic Social 
Service Bureau. Sixteen women 
spent 280 hours processing old 
clothes for the needy in their par- 
ish and the Catholic Social Service 
Bureau. 

We are proud of the 40 discus- 
sion clubs in our deanery. Eight 
clubs were added. 

The Deanery purchased $50.00 
worth of books for display at 
Deanery and District meetings. 
Approximately 400 books were sold 
as a result of these displays, many 
of which were adult books. We 
have a Circulating Library. Catho- 
lic books were sent to the hospital. 

The Library and Literature 
chairman gave short book reviews 
at meetings. She likewise checked 
and made approved lists of good 
reading and Catholic books avail- 
able at the Gary Public Library 
and distributed about 1,000 book 
lists of children and adult books 
at our meetings. 

From funds realized from books 
sold we are supplying 200 pamph- 
lets a month, plus a collection of 
Sunday Visitors and miscellane- 
ous used current magazines to the 
South Shore Station, Gary and 
Roosevelt Hotels. One of our Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women 
members assumes the responsibil- 
ity of supplying and servicing the 
pamphlet rack at Mercy Hospital. 

This N.O.D.L. department is 
growing regularly, each year 
stronger than the one preceding. 
N.O.D.L. lists have been well dis- 
tributed and much time spent in 
checking the stands. 

Two Diocesan Board members 
continue to serve on the Literature 
and Movies’ committee of the Gary 
Crime Commission.

Protestants in China have re- 
mained quite loyal to their religi- 
on and, therefore, will meet with 
the same treatment as Catholics. 
Yet in every Communist country 
the principal target of persecution 
is the Catholic Church, which 
should be the very strongest argu- 
ment in its favor. There is no mid- 
dle position between pro-God and 
anti-God; pro-Christ and _ anti- 
Christ. 


How many people of Mexican ex- 
traction live in our southwest, and 
how well do they practice their re- 
ligion? 


The total number, including the 
many migrants of recent years, 
approximates 3,000,000. Many of 
them are not practicing Catholics 
because they entered the United 
States from a large province, three 
times the size of Indiana, which 
had only:a few priests. Hence they 
came into this country uninstruct- 
ed, although most of them had been 
taken by their parents long dist- 
ances to be baptized. Even on this 
side of the border there is a lack 
of priests. Throughout the south- 
west there are more than 3,000 
Spanish-speaking people to one 
priest, and in areas the proportion 
of people to priests is 7,000 to 1. 

Because they move so much from 
one place to another, it is very 
difficult to bring them into organ- 
ized parish life where they could 
have the attention of the priests 
who are in the area. The cities in 
which they live, in the state of 
Texas for instance, have done little 
for them because Texas requires 
the payment of a Poll-Tax of $1.75 
as a condition for voting. Hence 
the Mexican-Americans have not 
been voting in most places. Most 
of them are poor because their 
labor has been exploited. ; 
They are a naturally happy lot, 

if more priests and sisters 
were available to them for reli- 
gious instruction and guidance, 
they would probably surpass the 
American born people in promoting 
religion by working as apostles.

What Do They Mean 
By ‘Democracy’? 


E have often written on the 
subject of “Democracy,” a 
sort of “mystery” word used 
nearly all countries, whether the 
government is despotic, whether 
its citizenry is denied all the 
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Curtain. Westbrook Pegler re- 
cently wrote a very fine article on 


the subject of “Democracy” 
syndicated column. 


Men like Blanshard, and Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam and his asso- 
ciates in the POAU, have written 
much about “Democracy,” but 
from their writings it is clear 


in his 


word in the sense accepted by the 
early Americans. 

It has often been noted that our 
Founding Fathers never spoke of 
“Democracy” as a form of govern- 
ment for the people of our part of 
the Northern Hemisphere. They 
referred to our overnmental 
policy as a “Republic.” But the 
word “Republic,” as well as the 
word “Democracy,” stems from 
other languages, and in those lan- 


in| guages mean a government at 


least for the people, if not alto- 
gether by the people. 
The word “Republic” comes 
from the Latin words “res publi- 
ca.” The motto of the ancient 
Romans was that the “welfare of 
the people should be regarded as 
the supreme law” of the land. 
The word “Democracy” stems 
from the Greek words “demos” 
which means people, and the word 
“Kratein” which means “to 
judge.” In other words, the people 
were to be the judge of the merits 
of the government under which 
they would be ruled. 
-Until recent years the Amer- 
ican people regarded Democracy 
as a sort of Christian government 
based on the Christian teaching 
concerning the origin, the tem- 
poral and eternal purpose of man. 
Every human being in every nation 
comes into the world with inalien- 
able rights, which means that they 
are not given to people by the 
State, but by God the Creator. 
Our Founding Fathers did write 
that idea into the Declaration of 
Independence. 
If these rights were not given 
by the State, then the states may 
not interfere with them and cer- 
tainly may not take them away 
from the people. 
Today the world is utterly con- 
fused on the subject of “Democ- 
racy.” In Russia and in the Rus- 
sian occupied countries the goyv- 
ernment is called “the Peoples’ 
Government” while the People had 
nothing whatsoever to say about 
the founding of their present re- 
gime. Criminals and any one not 
held in favor by public officials 
are tried in “Peoples’ Courts,” 
where they have no defense. They 
are only prosecuted and never de- 
fended. Under some sham trials 
there was appointed an attorney 
for the defense, but even he was 
with the prosecutor as a fellow- 
Communist. Yet they call their 
government “Democracies.” 


Forgotten People 


haves people of a nation should 
never be deceived by their 
public officials. They are supposed 
to be servants of the people, and 
not to subordinate the interests of 
most of their constitutents to 
their own private and political in- 
terests. 

It has been a long time since 
most of our legislators have 
thought of the people as a whole. 
They have been under pressure by 
groups, and usually have yielded 
to that group which can do the 
most harm to them at the time of 
an election.

On another subject, our repre- 
sentatives in Washington are not 
representing the people as they 
should under a “Democracy.” The 
people have been clamoring for 
more prayer in order to win God’s 
interest in our welfare. We are 
doing most to keep alive and sup- 
port the United Nations, yet we 
have done the bidding of anti-God 


by yielding to the Communist 
demand that there be no prayer at 


any of the sessions of that organi- 
zation. 

We are afraid to talk about God 
in connection with anything in- 
tended for Russia or the people 
behind the Iron Curtain. There are 
60,000,000 Catholics among those 
people and they certainly believe 
in prayer, and they would not 
fight for irreligious Russia if our 
nation were more religious. They 
would not fire a shot in Russia’s 
behalf if they actually knew that 
we were their friends. We may 
be telling them that we are via 
the Voice of America, but they re- 
member the promises our leaders 
made during both World Wars, 
and did not fulfill, namely, to grant 
them independence.

5) This is no longer the age of

in contact. 


6) Consequently, fellows in the 
service need a method in which to 
live their Faith, yet still be “one of 
the boys” at all times. 

This is what this program is 
trying to do.

In his letter of last month, our 
Holy Father touched on the ne- 
cessity of offering our rosaries to- 
ward a common purpose: the 
speedy triumph of justice in the 
world of today. He begged us to 
pray for the victims of Communist 
persecution behind the iron eurtain. 
In the past, our Blessed Mother has 
rewarded devotion to the rosary 
with victory, even military victory, 
over the enemies of Christianity. 
When the fate of our holy religion 
looked desperate, she intervened in 
our behalf and crushed the foe. 
Certainly our Holy Father had this 
in mind while he was writing his 
epistle to the Catholic world. 

During this month of the Holy 
Rosary, on the Feast of the Holy 
Rosary especially, we should ex- 
amine our conscience with regard 
to our devotion to the beads, re- 
newing our intention to recite them 
every day, with the family if pos- 
sible. Pope Pius XI once said: “If 


you desire peace in your hearts, |. 


your homes and your country 
assemble every evening to recite 
the rosary.” 

The Collect of today’s Mass ex- 
presses our motives in a few beau- 
tiful words: 

“O God,” the Church prays, 
“whose only-begotten Son, by His

President Honors Pulaski 
- Great Soldier And

TT BURBDAY, October 11, isn’t 

marked by red numerals on 
calendars, as is the day following 
which honors Christopher Colum. 
bus. Although schools will be open 
banks and businesses will be op- 
erating, October 11 will nonethe- 
less be an important day to many 
this year because by a recent proc- 
lamation of President Truman the 
day will beobserved as General 
Pulaski Memorial Day in grateful 
tribute to the Catholic Polish patri- 
ot and military man who played so 
vital a role in the winning of the 
War for Independence. 


The role of Casimir Pulaski in 
the American fight for freedom 
had its beginning on the morning 
of October 17, 1776 when Pulaski, 
then a fugitive from tyrants in 
control of his native Poland, visit- 
ed Benjamii Franklin, the Amer- 
ican emissary in France, and 
offered his services to the Ameri- 
can cause. The offer was promptly 
and gladly accepted and Pulaski 
arrived in Boston in July, 1777, 
from which point he joined Wash- 
ington’s forces in the field. 

History is unstinting in its eval- 
uation of Pulaski’s services to 
America in its fight to free itself 
of the British yoke of tyranny. He 
particularly distinguished himself 
at Brandywine Creek on Septem- 
ber 4, 1777, and was rewarded by 
the Continental Congress eleven 
days later with the rank of briga- 
dier general. Subsequently, after 
further distinguished service at 
the battle of Germantown early in 
October, 1777 and during the New 
Jersey campaign of that winter, 
he organized an independent corps 
known as Pulaski’s Legion.

The deposit of faith 1s complete. 
No further revelation binding all 
will be forthcoming to the end of 
time. God’s revelation in and 
through his Son is final. The first 
law of new revelations is, there- 
fore, that they cannot be really 
new. They must agree with Holy 
Scripture and tradition, with mor- 
ality and the decisions of the 
Church.” 

In further outlining the test 
given by the Church to alleged 
revelations, Father Ryan says: 

“A private revelation will right- 
ly be looked on with suspicion if 
the person receiving it is not ap- 
roved by a good life, manifested 
by irreproachable conduct, by the 
practice of all the virtues of his 
state of life and especially by 
humility, and this before, during 
and after the favor.

“From this life of Mary,” Brown 
says, “we may learn to be true 
Christian mystics, not seekers of 
‘Phenomena,’ but cultivators of the 
interior life of contemplative union 
with God through the love of 
Christ and His Cross.” 


In the compiler’s Introduction 
to “The Life of Mary As Seen By 
the Mystics,” which discusses the 
Church’s attitude on private revel- 
ations in the words of theologians 
and popes, Brown quotes among 
others Dom Gueranger, 0O.S.B., 
who indicates the attitude Cath- 
olics should take towards such 
phenomena, thus: 


“Those to whom the seer com- 
municates what he has thus learn- 
ed from a divine source, being re- 
duced to human and fallible inter- 
mediary, need give it only that 
assent which we give to probable 
matters, an assent which we call 
a ‘pious belief.’ No doubt this is 
little if we consider the invincible 
certitude of Faith; yet it is much 
if we think of the shadows which 
surround us.”—B. H. 


The Catholic Book of Marriage, 
by Philip C. Kelly, C.S.C., N. Y., 
Farrar Strauss & Co., pp. 295, 
$3.00. 


HIS little book can best be des- 
cribed as a kind of Catholic 
hand-book or vade mecum for mar- 
ried people. Dedicated to the “re- 
storation of Christian ideals to 
family life,” it is full of wise and 
eminently practical directions. 
Failure in marriage, the author 
oints out, is not so much due to 
ignorance of the “facts of life,” or 
incompatibility (the fiction of the 
divorce mills), or financial diffi- 
culties, or the failure of mutual 


‘love as to the “lack of God.” 


In “The Catholic Book of Mar- 
riage,” then, the author seeks to 
set marriage into its proper con- 
text, to relate it primarily to God, 
and then to society whose funda- 
mental unit is the family. It is not, 
however, some kind of theological 
treatise, desirable as that may be, 
but essentially a book of counsels 
written for the average Catholic, 
married or contemplating mar- 
riage. It includes for convenience 
a collection of prayers and bless- 
ings, the text of the nuptial cere- 
mony and Mass, in the fly leaf a 
marriage certificate, and in the end 
pages for family records. 


Stimuli, by Ronald Knox, N. Y.., 
Sheed & Ward, pp. 214, $2.25, 


HIS is a slim volume of Msgr. 
~® Knox’s sermons which first ap- 
peared in the Sunday Times 
“where space is hard to come by,” 
and hence they are unusually brief. 
Msgr. Knox himself compares 
them to a gnat’s sting which is 
“better than no sting at all.” 

Not that they sting in any real 
sense. At the “worst” (from the 
point of view of a bad conscience) 
they only rouse. “Stimuli” is the 
right word for them. 

But unfortunately at times they 
fail to rouse at all. There are some 
unaccountably dull passages in 
spite of flashes of brilliance. 
Hardly Knox at his best.

‘THERE'S a fellow by the name of Bob Harron, who was a 

very fine sports writer in Boston and New York for 
several years and now is doing equally well in the public 
relations field. Shortly before the last war when I was 
wandering around New York City “making contacts” and 
wondering if I’d ever get a job writing sports, Harron used 


to give me lots of advice and en-* 


couragement, He’d tell me about 
various famous writers, successful 
business executives and what not 
of his acquaintance, and he’d cite 
examples of how everyone got one 
big break in life and from there 
went forward.

One night in the ancient sports, 
news, and society. room of the 
paper (all editorial departments 
were in the same small room), 
Clark asked me if I’d ever gotten 
to meet Ford Frick, the former 
sports writer who was the Presi- 
dent of the National League. I 
said that I had once, briefly, at a 
summer outing of the New York 
Baseball Writers’ Association. 
Clark then told me how Frick used 
to sit at his typewriter in the 
very same room acting as -sports 
editor and turning out a very fine 
column. It. was possible, although 
not probable, that Frick wou

With regard 
to that law, and even with regard 
to circumcision, St. Paul wrote: 


«If RRRRERG EE

outwardly; nor is that circumcision 
which is so outwardly in the flesh; 
but he is a Jew who is so inward- 
ly, and circumcision is a matter of 
the heart and the spirit, not of 
the letter.” (Rom. I1:28-29). 


When St. Paul-repudiated works 
of the law, he was not thinking of 
the Ten Commandments, which are 


as unchangeable as God Himself 


is, which God could not change and 
still remain the infinitely holy 
God. 


The way to salvation in the 
Old Law is expressed by Moses in 
these words: “And now, Israel, 
what doth the Lord, thy God, re- 
uire of thee but that thou fear 
the Lord thy God and walk in his 
ways and love Him, and serve the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart 
and all thy soul.” (Deut. 10:12). 
Moses and a number of the pro- 
phets declared what the inner 
meaning of the law signified. And 
didn’t Christ, in eight condemna- 
tions, denounce the Scribes and 
Pharisees for stressing externals? 


The texts quoted from St. Paul 
to justify the belief that “only 
faith in Christ’s redemption and 
the appropriation of that redemp- 
tion” matters, were directed 
against the Christian converts 
from Judaism, who insisted that 
Gentile converts be circumcised, 
and observe many provisions of 
the Old Testament ceremonial law. 

St. Paul had told these people 
very plainly that “circumcision 
does not matter, nor does uncir- 
cumcision.” The practices observ- 
ed had a significance for the Jews 
in the Old Law, but not for the 
Jew or Gentile in the New Law. 
At the Council of Jerusalem it was 
decided that certain burdens borne 
by the Jews would not be imposed 
on the Gentile converts or on 
Christians generally, 


|Grounded In Nature 


In his Epistle to the Romans, 
Chapter II, Paul points out in 
verse 12 that the pagans who know 
nothing about the law would not 
be judged by the law; and that 
the Jews who were under the law 
would be judged by it. In verse 13 
he says very distinctly: “For not 
the hearers of the law are justi- 
fied before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified.” 

He was thinking of the Ten 
Commandments which are ground- 
ed on the very law of nature, as 
is clear from verses 14 and 15. 
Wouldn’t it be sinful to worship 
idols even though God had never 
declared it to be sinful in the First 
Commandment? Would it not be 
wrong to. blaspheme and dishonor 
the Name of God even though He 
had not so legislated? Would it not 
be wrong for man, as a social be- 
ing, to refuse to worship God pub- 
licly? Would it not be wrong for 
children to dishonor and maltreat 
their parents?’ Would it not be 
sinful to kill, or to quarrel and

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cannot be said about legal or 
ceremonial observances of the Jews 
which had a relationship only to 
their religion which was to come 
to an end with Christ. 


In the same chapter in which 
Paul writes: “For we account man 
to be justified by faith, without 
the works of the law,” Rom. 11:28) 
we also read that the Ten Com- 
mandments must be observed, in 
verses 21, 22, and 23. 


The Jew who boasted of his ob- 
servance of the Mosaic Law is re- 
buked by Paul in the following 
words: “Thou, therefore, that 
teachest another, teachest not thy- 
self; thou that preachest that man 
should not steal, stealest; thou that 
sayest man should not commit 
adultery, committest adultery; thou 
that abhorrest idols, committest 
sacrilege; thou that makest_ thy- 
self boast of the law by transgres- 
sion of the law dishonorest God.” 
Those texts make it clear that 
good works in observance of the 
Ten Commandments, must be per- 
formed and the violation of the 
Commandments avoided. 


In the first chapter of the 
Epistle to the Galatians, Paul tells 
of his visit to Peter in Jerusalem 
to discuss the matter of dealing 
with Gentile converts, and in 
Chapter II observes: “After 14 
years I went up again to Jerus- 
alem with Barnabas, taking Titus 
also with me.” He tells that he 
made this trip upon receiving a 
revelation from Heaven, and he 
notes that Titus, whom he took 
along as a companion, and who 
was a Gentile, was not compelled 
to be circumcised. 

The whole second chapter of his 
Epistle to the Galatians deals with 
the master of dispensing the Gen- 
tile converts from observing the 
“works of the law” (ceremonial 
law.) He said that Peter and 
James and John agreed with him, 
and notes that he rebuked Peter 
for seemingly siding with the Jew- 
ish converts by eating only with 
them when no Gentiles were pres- 
ent and eating with the Gentiles 
only when no Jews were present. 
It is then that he tells us in verse 
16: “But knowing that man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
we also believe in Christ Jesus, 
that we may be justified by the 
faith of Christ and not by the 
works of the law: because by the 
works of the law no flesh shall be 
justified.” 

Following the context without 
prejudice, it is very clear that he 
is talking about the ceremonial 
laws of the Jews when he speaks 
of “works of the law,” that were 
not binding on any one after 
Christ. 


Full Faith In Christ 


To have faith in Christ means 
to believe not only in His divinity 
and His redemption, but to believe 
all that He taught; to accept the 
Church which He founded; and to 
make use of the sacraments which 
He instituted. 

Catholics are very unjustly ac- 
cused of emphasizing salvation “by 
works.” There is no book on Cath- 
olic theology which teaches that 
works performed without the state 
of grace and unmotivated by faith 
have any merit for salvation. On 
the other hand, Catholics believe 
more firmly than Lutherans or any 
other poops in the divinity of 
Christ, the need of His redemp- 
tion; and the Church keeps her 
people mindful of these 
every day. The Mass teaches this 
lesson; so does every official - 
er of the Church; the srocttix ts 
Catholic homes and carried on one’s 

teaches this lesson very 
orcibly; the stations of the cross, 
erected in every Catholic church, 
remind the worshiper, or even the 
non-Catholic visitor, of this belief 
of Catholics.

MARY IMMACULATE was chosen to be the living tabernacle of the Divinity, where the 
Eternal Wisdom willed to be hidden and to be adored by angels and by men. God was 

her Son; she was His mother.

Mary’s Apostle 


Near the close of the seven- 
teenth century, God raised up a 
great Marian apostle to preach 
this true way of going to Jesus 
thru Mary.
